The referendum will serve to disclose how the 
citizens of this state feel toward the prohibition 
laws. If great numbers still find the dry régime 
objectionable, sensible men wijl draw the conclu- 
sion that the prohibition law should be modified, 
else it will continue to be flouted in this state. Ex- | 
perience has shown that nothing can prevent boot- 
legging in a community in which any considerable 
proportion of the citizens oppose prohibition.

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BULLBATS AND NIGHTHAWKS. 


NE evening several years ago 
we were seated in front of a 
small, run down hotel in a 
mountain town of Oregon. It 
Was midsummer and every time an 
automobile or a horseback rider shot 
past us clouds of dust rose from the 
main street of the village. As the 
sun went down behind the rocky buttes 
back of the town, a number of birds 
fiying above the housetops attracted 
our attention. They were trick flyers, 
very much at home in the air as they 
winged their way above us, now and 
then uttering a rasping “ zeep, 2e°D.- 
“Bullbats,” said the Oregonians 
seated near me, and then the argu 
ment started: The birds were, as you 
have probably guessed, nighthawks. 
But to many people the nighthawk 


nothing else. Many species of birds 
have misleading names, but few have 
handles that. are so inaccurate and 
misleading as “bullbat.”” The name 
suggests (to us) a big bat, and after 
seeing the giant fruit bats of Brazil, 
ugly looking, repulsive mammals some 
times measuring, 12, 16 or 20 inehes 
from wing tip to wing tip, we think of 
bullbit as a fitting name for these 
big frult eating night flyers that raise 
havoc with ripening fruits.
